Whtn Germany IlnaWy fell, millions of 
Jrccciom-lovlnp peoiilo could see that the end 
or aggression was not fnr oil; thnt the wny 
to a world peace would Boon be opened. It 
remained only (or Japan to go down In de- 
feat nnd then the gveTit Utopian pattern 
could begin to take shape. 

But now that Japan ha.i fallen, an ominous 
fionieLhlne continues to rumble. Peace, it 
ficcms, Is much farther distant than many 
had hoped. Tlic malignancy that leads to 
war ha,s not been entirely removed by the 
great victories over the moat recent nggrcs- 
Eor nations. 

Now thnt the time has arrived for estab- 
lishinf; the great world peace wo have heard 
60 much about, where Is the assurance that 
new and even stronger aggressors are not 
already In the making? 

Those who arc not afraid to open their 
eyes In spite of what the International dip- 
lomats would have us bEllevc can see In China 
an ugly sign with va-st implications. Com- 
munism Is the Issue. 

Chinese communists and the national gov- 
crnmcnt are engaged in a struggle that offers 
little escape from a civil war which actually 
Is already under way. According to DeWltt 
MacKenzlc, Associated Press foreign affair.i 
analyst, indlentlons are that the red strategy 
Jn China contemplates the seizure of Man- 
churia with Its well developed war Indus 
tries and other resources lor a powerful base 
from which to strike at the national sources. 
I( successful, the natural result would be the 
cslabli.'ihment ot a Chinese Soviet state, thus 
splitting China in two and presaging years 
of torture for China's five hundred millions. 

In Moscow recently, Foreign Commissar 
Molotov promised the Russians that the Sov- 
iet union will have "atomic energy and many 
other things" In the future. Although he did 
not say so In those words. It was apparent 
that Russia resents the control the United 
States is now exercising over Japan. Molotov 
was outspoken, however, In advocating an 
allied control over the Japanese. In which 
Russia would have an equal power. 

On the European continent, Russia has had 
110 hesitancy In assuming controls whenever 
n saw fit, with little regard (or what the oth- 
er allied nations might think. In view of the 
amount ot fighting these other allied powers 
have done in Europe as compared to Rus- 
sia's contribution In the conflict with Japan, 
It is difficult to understand how Russia's 
present protests add up. 

Neither is Russia In any position to con- 
demn the United States for harboring ee- 
crets pertaining to the atomic bomb. Secrecy 
has been characteristic ot the Russians 
throughout the war, even to the extent of 
keeping their own people In the dark on Rus- 
sia's use of American made lend-lease mili- 
tary equipment. 

There is no reason why wc should not at 
least suspect the motives of Soviet Russia 
because there are too many slgna pointing to 
an ulterior purpose— a purpose which any- 
one can sec Is not directed at promoting a

THE WETEIUIAEDSERS 
Dwth last week remoTcd the lut but one of the tour 
Weytrhaeuacr hrothsrs who succeeded to the com- 
mand of the vait timber, aawmlll and other holding* 
of the founder. Frederick Weyerhaeuser. The demise 
of rrederldt R leaver only Rudolph, of tho sons of 
one who In hLi Isler Iltctlmo was cnllrd the "king 
ot lha norld'a lumber and timber bualncsj," 

The elder Weyethaeiiier, bom in 1831, came to 
America from Oennanj-, and his Ilrnt Job In this 
country was aj a laborer In a lumber yatd. Tlicre 
he worked tor four years and caved a sranll amoimt 
of money. In ma, together with a brother-in-law 
he bouBht a lumber mill at Hock Island. III., giving 
notes tor a largs part ot the purchase money. Tho 
enterprise wai prolllablc. and It was the beginning 
ot acqulilllon by Weyerhaeuser of sUmdlng timber, 
mllb, logging and booming concerns — without aver 
clianglng the firm name. Ho bought and bought— 
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■Ider Wcycrhaeuscr'a policy to keep his 
;h< biQkground. He Inslllled that doc- 
tour sons. He never attended publlo 
never gave Interviews. He kept out

Whether we are ready to believe it or not, 
communism is one of the most serious threats 
confronting our own country, and all the 
worM.

UNIMPRESSED 
The British habit ot understatement usual- 
ly nils an American either with admiration 
or a choking, frustrated desire to kick soi 
body squarely in the trousers, depenfllng 
upon the American's temperament.
